The spring: election being close at 
hand the entire voting population ta 
seriously considering the several im­ 
portant issues on which decisions will 
be made. 
Probably the most talked of ques­ 
tion is centered on the advisability of 
bonding the city to the extent of of 
$60,000. which mon^v is to be used as 
a help toward installing a gravity wat­ 
er system. 
That the citizens are rn favor of a 
new system 'is evident, but on the 
other hand it is almost an assured 
fact that the new system will not he 
installed. 
The objection to bonding 
the city arises solely from tho fart 
that the citizens are in one 
accord 
pgainst, being assessed a higher tax 
rate than the one now imposed, which 
they think is almost unbearable. 
Supt. Perkins, of the water works, 
states that if the citizens would stop 
and consider the question 
carefully 
they would quickly change their minds 
in regard to the higher taxation. 
He 
said: 
“ll the city is bonded for $80,000 the 
rate will, of course, be higher for a 
few years, but if the new system 
were adopted the expense of a power 
station would be obliterated. This ex­ 
pense to the city every year amounts 
to over $5,000. 
Che can readily see 
that it would hot take many years for 
the whole debt of a new system to he 
abolished at the rate of $.'.000 
per 
year. 
With the present system the 
city expends that amount with no pos­ 
sible chance of ever diminishing the 
debt.

:he library board that the full amount 
of the library installment should be 
paid, but this was not agreed to by 
th** board, and as a result the board de- 
cidod, instead of paying the entire in­ 
stallment. to ask Leroy Orr, treasurer 
of the public library, to file a detailed 
statement of the needs of the library 
up to th** time that it would be con­ 
solidated with the Carnegie 
library, 
and th** bills will be honored. 
By so 
doing, and unless authorised bv a spe 
cial act of the legislature, the board 
will have a small amount of money 
in the bank that cannot be used for 
any other purpose. It was suggested 
that th** levy or balance be turned over 
to council to be applied to library 
purposes, but this was permitted on 
account of the law on the matter. 
Clerk Hill reported that he had ad­ 
vised the county supervisors of elec­ 
tion of the desire of the hoard to

Washington, April I.-—A series of 
experim ents will soon be commenced 
under the direction of the department 
of agriculture, looking to the securing 
of data and the collection of knowl­ 
edge which will make 
possible 
the 
breeding of clean pigs. 
One of 
the 
professors of the d< pertinent believes 
with other high authorities that the 
pig is not hereditarily and inherently 
an unclean animal, and holds that it Is 
simply a victim of circumstances and 
c nvironment. 
It is proposed by incul­ 
cating th e principles of sanitation in 
succeeding generations of pigs to fin­ 
ally secure an animal which, while re­ 
sembling the porker of today in every 
essential particular, will have none of j 
the objectionabb habits now attributed 
to him. 
It is held by the professor that, ow­ 
ing to the stigma tinder which the pig 
now rests, due partially to the Biblical 
tradition, that the body of the swine 
in ancient days was considered a favor­ 
ite place in which to confine exorcised 
devils and evil spirits, tin* animal is 
placed in the most unsanitary habita­ 
tions, given as food everything that is 
unclean and held in contempt a-- one 
ot the lowest beasts of the animal king 
dom. and that he has entirely lost his 
self respect and lives in sloth and dirt. 
The plan of the departm ent contem­ 
plates the erection of a modern sty, 
free from the objections Die features of 
such structures. 
The theory holds that the pigs fond­ 
ness for mud baths comes from a de- 
j sire to rid himself of the heat retain-1 
cd in the body by layeix of fat under 
the thick hide. 
The hogs in the mod 
em sty will not be allowed to wallow 
at will, hut will be cooled of by a 
r bower hath in one corner of the st rup­ 
ture. 
It ia believed that by providing 
animals with sanitary abodes, giving 
them cooling baths and feeding them 
on clean food, the instincts inculcat­ 
ed in the animals by generations of 
Inattention can be eradicated. 
The ob­ 
ject of the plan is to secure a breed 
of pigs with clean pink skins, shiny, 
well-kept bristles, good characters anil 
am iable dispositions.
